Speaks Mind 

Says B.C. Govt.“Pa8sing the Buck” | 
on Road Construction From 
Crow’s Nest Laks 


The following excerpt from tlie 
report of a recent meeting of the 
Fernie Board of Trade throws some 
light on a suliject that is of partic¬ 
ular interest to people living in the 
towns of the Crow’s Nest Pass; 

The principal topic was the pro- 
dpction of the correspondence be. 
tween the secretary of the Fernie 
board with the respective public | 
Works departments of Alberta and 
British Columbia, relative to the I 
construction of a safer and better 
road over the Crow’s Nest Pass Di¬ 
vide at the inter.provincial boun¬ 
dary. This matter has been hang, 
ing fire for over a year and a vol¬ 
ume of correspondence had accum. 
ulated. Comparatively recently thel 
Fernie Board received a reply from 
the Alberta government department 
to its latest advice as to the deplor¬ 
able condition of the road at that 
point, that the only reason it had 
remained in poor condition is be¬ 
cause British Columbia will not 
give Alberta a definite answer aa to] 
whether it will meet them in recon‘ 
structing this road to the south of 
the Crow's Nest Lake and the C.P. 
R tracks. This communication con 
dudes with tne observation; “01 

course If B.C. is going tq meei Al¬ 
berta in the new ocnstruction it 
does not want to spend any money 
6n repairs, but would start at once 
on the new road from Glacier Creek 
to Crow’s Nest station.” 

The deputy minister of public 
works for B.C. replied to the Fernie 
board, merely stating “the matter 
will have to stand over until the 
next fiscal year, when it will be 
en full consideration.” Secretary 
Hunsley stated that an analysis of 
the correspondence showed a sys 
tematic “passing the buck” in the 
matter, and he accordingly wrote to 
that effect, in answer to which he 
was emphatically informed that- 
British Columbia had no such in¬ 
tention, and that the suggested 
work was part of the programme| 
for the present year, but unfortun 
ately it was found it could not pro¬ 
ceed owing to lack of appropriation, 
and therefore would possibly be un¬ 
dertaken in 1928. 


Big Sugar Beet Crop Anticipated I 

The lar^st crop of sugar beets in 
the history of the industry in Al¬ 
berta is eslimated this season from 
the southern part of the province | 
where harvesting is now under way. 
The crop will, it is expected, total 
from 45,000 to 60,000 tons as com¬ 
pared with 41,000 tons last year. 
On account of the plentiful supply 
of rainfall during the growing 
eon the crop has grown satisfactory 
with very little irrigation. The 
sugar factory at Raymond is 
pected to open for its fall run a 
October 10th.

Coleman Branch Canadian Legion j 
Planning Holding of Service 
on Thanksgiving Day 

The executive of the Legion have 
under consideration the holding of 
a public nriemorial service in com¬ 
memoration of Armistice Day, and 
t has been suggested that it be held 
on Thanksgiving Day, owing to the! 
fact that it is a public holiday, 
wherea^on Armistice Day there is 
the possibility of a large numbajr of 
the men being at work in the mines. 

Nov. 11th, Armistice Day, will 
mark the ninth year since the close] 
of the war, and though time heals 
the'pain and grief of the war years, 
yet it is fitting that In every centre 
of population observance should be| 
made by a public service to com¬ 
memorate the day that brought the 
glad news of the conclusion of the] 
greatest war the world has known. 

It is hoped that in the event of 
service being held that all organ-1 
izations will unite in the proper ob- 
servance of the occasion, further] 
particulars of which will be 
nounced as soon as received from 
the executive of the Canadian Le¬ 
gion . 


Fox Farming is Growing Industry 
in Alberta 

The number of silver foxes on fox 
farms yi Alberta has doubled dur¬ 
ing the past year, according to the 
estimate of H. 8. Oulton, Inspector 
for the Canadian National Silver 
Fox Breeders’ Association, who has 
been looking into conditions in this 
province. It is the belief of Mi 
Oulton that the gross profits from 
the sale of Alberta-raised fox pelts 
will be more than 1600,000. in ad¬ 
dition to which there will be a con- 
aiderable profit from the sale of live 
foxes for breeding purposes. 

Last year there'’were 8,000 reg-| 
istered foxes in Alberta and it 
expected there wiil be 3,000 more] 
for registration this year. There] 
aye 76 registered fox ranches in Al¬ 
berta, on which the stock varies 
from a few pairs on the smaller 
places up to 600 pairs on the largest 
farm, that of Colpitts Bros., near 
Calgary. Alberta at the present 
time ranks fourth among the pro¬ 
vinces of the Dominion in regard 
to the size of the fox industry.

The site of the 
building is the corner where the] 
paint shop of C. Graham stands, 
the bank having purchased the prop- 
erty, 48x60 feet, from Mrs Price, 
by whom it liaa been owned for a 
number of yean. It ie expected that 
construction will start almost im-j 
mediately, and the present bank

Alberta Coal 
Rates Cause 
Much Interest 

‘Ottawa Citizen” Says Canada 
Would Be Richer If C. N. R. 
Hauled Coal at Coat 

“The Allierta press is fully justi¬ 
fied in insisting that the Dominion 
government shall without delay di¬ 
gest and dissect the railway com¬ 
missioners’ report on Alberta coal 
rates to Ontario. With the winter 
comifig on, if action is not soon ta¬ 
ken another year will be lost. 

There is some talk of bonnsing 
the Canadian National Railway in 
order that it might carry the coal at 
a lower rate than the “cost plus the 
element of profit” rate of $12 20 a 
ton determined by the railway com- 
miasioners But setting aside the 
queetion of desiraliiiily of such a 
policy, it is by no means certain 
that it is necessary. The last word, 
it appears, has not been said. Ac¬ 
cording to Jesse Gouge, of Drum- 
heller, a recognized authority on 
freight traffic, the out of pocket 
cost as given by the commissioners 
for transporting coal is set at an in¬ 
ordinately high figure. He contends 
that coal has evidently been put in 
a class by itself and the highest tar¬ 
iff charged when considering it 
Mr. Gouge should lie given an early 
opportunity of presenting hie argu¬ 
ments to the Dominion cabinet. 

The question of getting AlberU 
coal to Ontario should have little to 
do witfl any ‘‘eteioent oTpndit" to 
the Canadian government railway. 
It is rather a question of keeping in 
Canada as large a slir^ as poeeibla 
of the $160,000,000 of Canadian 
money which is now being spent on 
coal imported from the United 
States It is a question of building 
up by legitimate means a basic in¬ 
dustry in a Canadian province. 
The Alberta mines now operate on¬ 
ly about six months in the year. 
The Ontario market would ftiean 
three or four months extra work for 
Ihe miners, or the diflerence be¬ 
tween a seasonal job and an all- 
year-round occupation. 

In carrying coal to Ontario at 
cost the Canadian National railway 
would not profit bat the nation 
would.

A recent report issued by the sec¬ 
retary of commerce of the United

Thirty years ago last month a 
new automobile company held its 
first directors meeting and passed 
the following resolutions: "It was 
moved by Kr.

This 
car, the first Oldsmobile. realized

It was not unusual, in the olJ 
days before 1900, for a company to 
demand the full sale price for an an 
toinobile at the time the order was 
placed and then start manufactuc 
taring the car, the buyer waiting 
months for delivery. 

Oldsmobile, however, pioneered 
in quantity production methods 
Although the idea was scoffed at by 
manufacturers throughout the world 
the company started quantity pro 
duction in 1900. That year they 
produced 1400 automobiles. In¬ 
creasing their production they pro 
duced in 1901 and 1902 respectively 
2100 and 2600 cars. An interesting 
cooTparison in values lies in the fact 
th'it the present six cylinder model 
of this car sells for about three hun- 
1 dred dollars more than the price of 
[ the little one cylinder runabout of 
fered at the beginning of the cen- 
' tury.
